Boise, Idaho 

An Idaho man accused of firing 
an assault rifle at the White House 
believed he was Jesus and thought 
President Obama was the anti- 
Christ. He had become increasing- 
ly agitated with the federal govern- 
ment, and at one point suggested the 
president was planning to implant 
computer tracking chips in children, 
according to court documents and 
those who knew him. 

Oscar Ramiro Ortega-Her- 
nandez, 21, was charged Thurs- 
day with attempting to assassi- 
nate the president or his staff. He 
is accused of firing nine rounds at 
the White House last Friday night 

— one of them cracking a window 
of the first family’s living quarters 

— when Obama and the first lady 
were away. If convicted, Ortega 
faces up to life in prison. 

Ortega was arrested Wednes- 
day at a western Pennsylvania hotel 
when a desk clerk there recognized 


In the last 40 years, the landmark 
has faced threats including a sto- 
len helicopter that landed on the 
grounds in 1974 and a man who 
wielded a sawed-off shotgun on a 
sidewalk in 1984. In 1994, there were 
five threats, including a plane crash 
on the lawn and a suspected drive- 
byshooting. Another man fired 29 
roundsfromasemiautomatic weap- 
on, with 11 striking the White House. 


Dan Bongino, a former Secret Ser- 
vice agent who served on the presi- 
dential details for Obama and Presi- 
dent George W. Bush, said Friday’s 
shooting would likely mean tighter 
security. “They do an exhaustive 
review of their security procedures 
every time something like this hap- 
pens," said Bongino, who recently 
left the Secret Service to run for 
U.S. Senate in Maryland, (ap)

Ortega’s public defender, Chris- 
topher Brown, declined to com- 
ment after his first court hearing 
in Pennsylvania. Ortega’s mother 
has said he has no history of men- 
tal illness, though authorities had 
reported he had “mental health 
issues” when looking for him. 

Jessica Galbraith, who was 
engaged to Ortega and is the mother 
of their 2-year-old son, declined to 
comment Thursday except to say: “I 
love him, and I’m here for him.” 

At his first appearance in court 
in Pennsylvania, Ortega sat quietly, 
his hands free but his feet shackled. 
He said only, “Yes, ma’am” when he 
was asked whether he understood 
that he would be going back to 
Washington to face the charge. 

According to a court document, 
authorities recovered nine spent 
shell casings and an assault rifle 
with a scope from Ortega’s car, 
which was found abandoned near 
the White House shortly after the 
shooting. U.S. Park Police said Orte- 
ga has an arrest record in three 
states but has not been linked to

New York 

Occupy Wall Street protesters 
clogged streets and tied up traffic 
across the U.S. on Thursday to mark 
two months since the movement’s 
birth and signal they aren’t ready to 
quit, despite the breakup of many of 
their encampments by police. More 
than 200 people were arrested, most 
of them in New York. 

The marches were for the most 
part peaceful, with only scattered 
clashes between police and demon- 
strators. Most of the arrests were 
for blocking streets, the traffic dis- 
ruptions were brief, and the turn- 
out — at least in New York — fell 
well short of what police had been 
expecting. 

Chanting, “All day, all week, shut 
down Wall Street,” more than 1,000 
demonstrators gathered near the 
New York Stock Exchange and sat 
down in several intersections. Hel- 
meted police broke up some of the 
gatherings, and operations at the 
stock market were not disrupted. 

The street demonstration came 


two days after police cleared 200 
people from New York’s Zuccotti 
Park, shutting down the encamp- 
ment that served as the headquar- 
ters of the Occupy movement. 

“This is a critical moment for the 
movement, given what happened the 
other night,” said Paul Knick, a soft- 
ware engineer from Montclair, N .J., 


as he marched through the finan- 
cial district. “It seems like there’s a 
concerted effort to stop the move- 
ment, and I’m here to make sure 
that doesn’t happen.”

Bargains Afoot 

With Black Friday looming, everybody's looking 
for a deal. But slashed prices for flat screens, 
video game consoles and cashmere mittens 
can’t compare to the best way to save dough 
over the holidays: keeping your car in park. 


It’s not just that you’ll have to 
limit your shopping haul to what 
you’re willing to bring back with 
you on Metro, or that you’ll pocket 
a sizable chunk of change by not 
having to fill up your tank or pay 
for parking tickets. It’s also that 
you’ll be contributing to the societal 
savings that come from pumping 
less exhaust into the air and from 
shrinking countless waistlines. 

A study published this month in 
Environmental Health Perspectives 
projected that if we could get just 


the people in the upper-Midwestern 
U.S. to bike rather than drive for 
half of their trips that are five 
miles or less, that would be worth 
$7 billion in reduced health care 
costs and improved air quality. 

Add walking, and you’re looking 
at even more value. By my definition, 
that includes the hoofing it you do 
on either end of your transit trips. 
Last week, I’d forgotten I’d thrown 
a pedometer in my purse. When I 
fished it out, I was amazed to find 
that just carrying it to the train 


between my apartment and my 
office (and back), I’d clocked about 
5,000 steps — which is, depressingly, 
more than the national average of 
steps taken all day. 

A couple miles 
isn’t much, but 
multiply that by the 
millions of other 
riders getting a move 
on, and you wind up 
with massive sums. 

So maybe that’s 
why the figures 
quoted in recent 
transportation news stories haven’t 
fazed me. Sure, it’s slated to cost 
$103 million to rebuild the Capital 
Crescent Trail to make way for 
the Purple Line, a $1.93 billion

project. The Silver Line out to 
Dulles has a current price tag of 
$2.8 billion. And the proposal to add 
streetcars to Arlington and Fairfax 
estimates the initial costs to be in 
the neighborhood of $160 million. 

That’s a lot of zeros. But when 
we look at those costs, we have to 
factor in the huge economic benefits 
that come from creating walkable 
neighborhoods, including more 
foot traffic for businesses and easier 
access to employment opportunities. 
There’s also the not-so-insignificant 
issue of increased property values. 

These projects are far from free, 
but when you crunch the numbers, 
they could wind up being a bargain. 
And the best part of all? They don’t 
require waiting in line at Best Buy 
at midnight.

Metro to Limit Rail Worker Hours 


Transit system to hire 
expert to train staff 
on fighting fatigue 

Washington 

Hoping to reduce fatigue among 
rail employees who work in safe- 
ty-critical jobs, Metro plans to 
impose a 14-hour cap on the num- 
ber of hours that automated train 
control operators, power employ- 
ees and heavy equipment operators 
can work by the end of 2012. 

It is just one of the many rec- 
ommendations offered Thurs- 
day by management during a 
Metro board safety and securi- 


ty committee meeting to address 
what one member described as a 
“serious dilemma” for the transit 
authority. 

General Manager Richard Sar- 
les said Metro will also require all 
supervisors to attend mandatory 
fatigue awareness training and 
hire an expert who would exam- 
ine how to identify and prevent 
worker fatigue. 

Sarles described the issue as 
complex and said the expert would 
look into all aspects of what causes 
worker fatigue 

The proposals will cost an 
estimated $11 million and will be 
added to the overall budget pack- 
age submitted to the board next

year, according to Dan Stessel, 
Metro’s chief spokesman. The total 
includes hiring new employees to 
reduce the workload on some exist- 


ing staff members. 

The recommendations follow a 
five-month study of how the transit 
authority manages fatigue among 
its workers. The Tri-State Oversight 
Committee (TOC), which monitors 
safety at the agency, partnered with 
Metro to conduct the study. 

The agreement requires that 
employees be given no less than 
eight hours off between shifts, 
according to the study. Metro 
departments generally have a 
daily 16 -hour cap on total hours 
worked, even though Metro records 
showed “shifts worked in excess of 
the 16 -hour rule in every depart- 
ment evaluated,” the study said.

As apps for kids 
multiply, so do 
questions about 
long-term effects

How young is too young to use a 
smartphone? In a growing num- 
ber of American families, infants 
and toddlers are deft- 
ly swiping and tap- 
ping away even as 
they wobble toward 
their first steps. 

The swift adoption 
of tablets and smartphones has 
sparked an unprecedented explo- 
sion of software games, videos 
and programs aimed at the young- 
est minds, dramatically increas- 
ing the amount of time children 
spend in front of electronic media. 
Experts estimate tens of thou- 
sands of kid apps are offered on 
Apple and Google Android devic- 
es, including BabyPlayFace and 
Elmo’s Birthday. 

That worries some educators 


Popular Media 

More than one-quarter of all 
U.S. parents have download- 
ed an app specifically geared 
toward their children, accord- 
ing to a survey released ear- 
lier this month by Common 
Sense Media, a group that 
advocates for the safe use of 
media. Children 8 years and 
younger spend about two and 
a half hours a day in front of 
a TV, computer or mobile de- 
vice; they spend about 30 min- 
utes with books, according 
to the survey. That’s almost 
one hour more than the daily 
screen time for young children

and child development experts who 
view the flood of baby and toddler 
apps with trepidation. They warn 
that children are already spending 
too much time in front of TVs, DVD 
players and computers as it is. 

For kids 2 years old and young- 
er, all those screens can have a 
negative effect on development, 
according to a recent statement by 
the American Academy of Pediat- 
rics. If you really want to help boost 
brain power, the best solutions can 
be found with unstructured play, 
the AAP said. 

“Kids need laps, not apps,” said

Accord- 
ing to Common Sense, an advoca- 
cy group for the safe use of media 
for children, one in five parents use 
smartphones or tablets to distract 
their kids while running errands. 

For Paula Mansour of Falls 
Church, allowing Maggie, 2, to play 
a few rounds of Angry Birds as she 
prepares dinner helps her keep the 
household running smoothly. 

She monitors Maggie’s smart- 
phone time and that of her 6 -year- 
old, Kayla, and doesn’t see a problem 
with short sessions on her Samsung 
Galaxy a few times a day. 

“She’s learning and having 


fun,” Mansour said. “I don’t see 
any harm in that.” 

A Smart Choice? 

There’s been no definitive study 
that shows whether apps on mobile 
devices are harmful for youths. And 
while lawmakers and regulators 
have been seeking to strengthen 
federal rules that protect the pri- 
vacy of children online, few have 
examined the rapid growth of 
mobile content that is getting in 
front of very young eyes. 

While some educators are dubi- 
ous of the educational promises 
espoused by app developers, not 
every child development expert is 
skeptical of mobile devices. Some 
note that smartphones and tablets 


offer children a far more interac- 
tive experience than parking them 
in front of the television. 

“The wrong way to think about 
this is whether to turn it off or turn 
it on but about taking responsibility 
for what content gets in front of our 
children,” said Liz Perle, co-found- 
er of Common Sense Media. 

Sherri Richardson Burgan of 
Portage, Pa., is convinced her iPad 
is making her toddler smarter. 

Colton, 2, won’t sit still to draw 
with crayons and wriggles out of 
his mom’s lap during story time. 
But on the tablet, Colton points 
to shapes, letters and colors, and 
identifies them.

big plays — that’s what we’re going to 
have to do for our offense to get going,” 
linebacker Brian Orakpo said. 

The Redskins’ defense has had its 
ups and downs over the past three 
games. Asking the unit to hold strong 
while the offense has scored just 20 
points is a challenge, yet one the play- 
ers seem willing to accept. 

“We’ve been frustrated because we 
haven’t played to our standard,” line- 
backer Ryan Kerrigan said. “We can’t 
allow the big plays, because those real- 
ly add up.” 

Right now it seems like the Redskins 
can’t allow any plays. And while every- 
one involved is saying the right things, 
the instability on offense and contin- 
ued pressure on defense is sure to cre- 
ate a fissure between the units.

As a sophomore, he recorded 
63 tackles and was named second 
team all-ACC. This year, with two 
games remaining, including Sat- 
urday’s at Wake Forest (5-5, 4-3 
ACC), Vellano has 80 tackles and 


1.5 sacks. He’s forced a fumble 
and recovered two of them, one 
of which the 285-pounder picked 
from the air and carried 30 yards 
for a touchdown. 

In October, against Georgia 
Tech’s relentless triple-option rush- 
ing attack, Vellano finished with 20 
tackles, an almost unprecedented 


number for a defensive lineman. 

“It was incredible,” defensive 
tackle A.J. Francis remarked. 

Vellano comes with a fine pedi- 
gree — his father was an all-Amer- 
ican for the Terrapins in the 1970s 
— but he arrived on campus with 
something far short of blue-chip 
cachet. After playing only a few 
snaps as a redshirt freshman in 
2009, he earned the starting job 
last season and never gave it up. 
These days, he rarely comes off 
the field for a single play. 

That’s part necessity, because 
Maryland’s defense has been rav- 
aged by injuries, and part because he 
believes he must set an example. 

“It is what it is.,” he said. “The 
last couple of games, no one wants 
to lose like that. But just go out and 
play as hard as you can. There’s no

MLB Reshapes Landscape With 2 Moves 


Pro Baseball 

Baseball Commissioner Bud Selig 
made two announcements on 
Thursday at the 
close of the own- 
ers meetings that 
will significantly 
alter the compet- 
itive shape of the 
sport. By 2013, the 
league will have 
constant inter- 
league play and perhaps as soon as 
next season 10 teams will make the 


postseason rather than eight. 

Selig announced that the Hous- 
ton Astros — whose sale to busi- 
nessman Jim Crane became offi- 
cial Thursday — will shift from 
the National League Central to 
the American League West, cre- 
ating two 15 -team leagues.

When everything is virtual, how do 
we hold onto memories?

The holidays make us nostalgic, so, behold, 

a childhood memory: When I was growing up in Florida, 
a state known for horrendous hurricanes, my parents 
replaced checkers with diversions we called “disaster 
games,” which taught my sister and me how to escape 
fires and alligators without giving us night terrors. My 
favorite disaster game, called “What Would You Do 
If ...?” turned emergency preparedness into a dark art 
with the help of Rolos and the “Jeopardy!” theme song. My 
father would put forth a terrifying hypothetical: 

“What would you do if you accidentally stabbed your 
sister?” 

“What would you do if Mommy was pinned under a 
car in the sand?” 

We would try to solve the problem. My mother was less 
gruesome with her disaster-preparedness questions. A 
home decor enthusiast, she’d ask: “Girls, what would you 
save if the house were to catch fire?” 

The correct answer, so we were told, were the only truly 
priceless possessions in the house: family scrapbooks. 


But what people would grab as they 
fled flames decades ago isn’t what they’d 
rescue today. Who’d save the scrapbooks 
when the MacBook is right next to you 
on the sofa? 

Recently, while looking for a cheap 
scrapbook where I could keep, among 
other things, my newspaper clips, I had a 
startling and sad revelation. Scrapbooks 
and photo albums — despite the surge in 
interest in “scrapping” in the late 1990s 


— are hard to find. Almost obsolete. My 
intern tried to find me one for this story, 
and it was tough going. 

Stationery giant Papyrus stopped car- 
rying them, citing “decreased demand.” 
The photo album section at the Target 
in Columbia Heights stocked only a few 
styles (most with frogs on them, for kids), 
and Paper Source sells a few, but they’re 
“going in different directions, like inspi- 
ration boards.” 

Inspiration boards?! What about the 
past? I’m not inspired by family beach 
trips, my Paula Abdul perm or the ticket 
stubs I saved from Broadway shows. 

Are memories less important now? 

A Web of Memories 

Scrapbooking, the age-old art of put- 
ting pieces of things (often ephemera 
—menus, postcards — the stuff you’re 
not supposed to keep) in a 2-D book, 
is almost as archaic as stamp collect- 
ing. Memory keeping has always been 
quaint, but it’s increasingly becoming a 
lost art when everything valuable lives 
on a hard drive. 

I hear objections, on occasion, that 
these pastimes are not dead, but my 
empirical (and completely biased) expe- 
rience tells me otherwise. In the news- 
room, for instance, I rarely see young 
reporters sneaking off to the bins of 
extra papers to pick out their print clips 
for posterity. I’m embarrassed when I do 
it, pulling out my stories under my desk 
so that my cubicle partner doesn’t catch 
my narcissistic attempt to preserve evi- 
dence of my career. 

Few millennials keep photo albums 
anymore because of obvious, available 
innovations: Flickr and Twitpic are out 
there on the Interwebs, and it’s simpler 
to post photos of your birthday party, 
new baby or Vegas vacation using tech- 
nology.

Best, of all, you can toss out those 
messy glue sticks and junky glitter 
pens. 

You can also access nostalgia 
instantly, anywhere, so why not upload 
your memories to Facebook? Why not 
post your diary on Blogger? Instead of 
buying rhinestones and stickers for a 
scrapbook, why not create a public vision 
board on Pinterest? All the cool tech 
gurus in Palo Alto are doing it. 

But the lack of memory-keeping in a 
tangible, tactile form brings up another, 
more “Matrix’-style question: New tech- 
nology made us less attached to paper, 
but has it also made us less attached 
to memories? Seeing so much content 
in a steady, downloadable stream — 
does this make us less concerned with 
remembering any of it? 

I inquired with a memory expert. 

“Memories start getting laid down 
early,” says Jill Scharff, a Bethesda psy- 
chiatrist who specializes in child psychi- 
atry and memory. “Narrative memory 
develops at age 2, when the left brain is 
fully developed. But for younger gener- 
ations, with unlimited access to media, 
there’s a profusion of memory oppor- 
tunity with less limitations.” 

So what does that mean for our vaca- 
tion snaps and Playbill collections? 

“Scrapbooks have page limits,” 
Scharff says. “For a generation used 
to instant everything, these limits are 
less natural. It’s possible the way mem- 
ory operates is changing. It’s an inter- 
esting time.” 


Up Against the Wall 

In a Facebook culture, your home 
— in addition to your laptop — has 
emerged as a way to keep the past alive 
in a public, 3-D way. Where we once 
pulled out 2-D, private books, exposed 
memory boxes and walls of photos allow 
people to keep the good old days — 
whether that’s a collage of Grandma’s 
college days or your own wedding — 
in 3-D, public space. 

“There’s a huge trend with typog- 
raphy and imagery, of putting quotes 
and sayings on your walls,” says Geral- 
dine James, author of “Creative Walls: 
How to Display and Enjoy Your Trea- 
sured Collections.” ($30, Tico Books) 
“Letters and words are very personal, 
so mixing the contents of the scrapbook 
with the display element is becoming 
common.” 

James says that personalized, 
glass coffee tables — think giant glass 
shadow boxes on legs where you dis- 
play items, are becoming a popu- 
lar way to showcase Great-Aunt Tille 
and Great-Uncle Alvarez’s love let- 
ters. “Glass domes are also popular,” 
she says. “They’re a great way of keep- 
ing mementos. (Domes, $30, Pottery- 
barn.com). 

“And it fits the time. If you get bored 
with things, you can replace them 
and change them out,” says James. “It 
doesn’t have to be permanent.” 

Because, after all, our lives are going 
by in a click these days anyhow.

Anoth- 
er inspired idea: “Find some real- 
ly wonderful wool menswear fab- 
ric, like a dark gray pinstripe, and 
make a tablecloth out of it.” 

In December, resist the urge to 
go with the usual red and green, and 
instead try a hue that’s complete- 
ly unexpected.

Found Objects 

One of the Christmas trees on 
display at Red Barn Mercantile 
this year boasts a nautical theme, 
complete with a garland made from 
rope.

ford’s book, “hit the hardware store 
and see what you can find there,” 
she says. 

Found objects lend a funky 
feel to decor. Try using old keys as 
ornaments; making a wreath out 
of unused buttons and a vintage 
life preserver; or even displaying 
your old ice skates. “Anything I 
can string up, I’ll hang out there,” 
Flick says. “I think using stuff that 
is easily found — and which, with 
a little bit of time, you can make 
into art — says something.” 

Make Over Your Mantel 

Forget about swags of greenery 
and a lengthy lineup of stock- 
ings. Why not take a less-is-more 
approach? 

“Do something modern and 
minimalistic. Hang two modern 
stockings from the mantel and call 
it a day,” says Sabrina Soto, host of 
HGTV’s budget-friendly decor show 
“The High Low Project,” which 
will premiere a holiday episode 
Dec. 10 at 8:30 p.m. 

Rutherford suggests using 
succulents either across the top 
of the mantel or as a wreath 
above the fireplace instead of the 
more typical evergreen garland. 
“They’re a fun shape and texture 
for the holidays,” she says.

Easier Than Hue Think 

Can’tfind an ornamentthatfitsyour 
desired color scheme?

They make 
great tie-ons for gifts.” 

Flick and her friends have held 
ornament-making parties, using 
items such as gingerbread and 
Popsicle sticks. “It’s going back to 
the arts and crafts you did at camp 
and school,” she says. So there is 
some nostalgia in all this mod- 
ern decking of the-halls after all.

Real estate agents 
use video Listings to 
help potential buyers 

Trends 

Pat Wilkinson loved his 
3,400-square-foot waterfront vaca- 
tion home on Gibson Island, Md., 
but it was getting to be too much for 
him to take care of. He put it up for 
sale in October 2008 and watched 
it languish for 368 days. He needed 
a new strategy — and a new Real- 
tor — and found both in Coldwell 
Banker’s Elbe Shorb. She suggest- 
ed making a video of Wilkinson’s 


property and posting it online to 
attract potential buyers. 

“It’s just a quantum leap in 
terms of helping prospective buy- 
ers,” says Wilkinson, 71, an oph- 
thalmologist who lives in a sub- 
urb of Baltimore. He believes a 
high-quality video in an online 
listing is “a genuine asset” to 
anyone who is house-hunting. 
With the help of Shorb’s aggres- 
sive, innovative marketing and 
a price reduction, Wilkinson’s 
house finally sold in April, for 
$1.9 million. 

Buyers and sellers already expect 
to see photos in online home listings. 
Now, videos are gaining popularity,

too. The short films, which range in 
length from 30 seconds to several 
minutes, typically highlight indi- 
vidual rooms, making viewers feel 
as though they’re walking through 
a property. Real estate agents often 
record and edit the footage them- 
selves. They embed the videos in

e-newsletters, blogs, websites and 
Facebook pages to get the most 
bang for their buck (The cost comes 
out of their pockets, after all). 

An April study by Postling, 
which helps small businesses man- 
age social media, found that 73 per- 
cent of the nation’s homeowners 
are more likely to list with a Real- 
tor willing to use video. The reason 
lies in the numbers, says Mike Fis- 
cher, Coldwell Banker’s chief mar- 
keting officer: More than 3 million 
people have visited Coldwell Bank- 
er’s “On Location” YouTube chan- 
nel (Youtube.com/coldwellbank- 
er) since it launched in 2009. Its 
30,000 listings with videos gen- 


erate 20 percent more leads than 
those without, Fischer says. 

“People don’t necessarily believe 
the photos; photos don’t tell the 
whole story. How does one room 
flow into another? What does the 
backyard really look like?” Fisch- 
er says. “What video can offer to a 
listing is just additional informa- 
tion and texture.” 

Sotheby’s International Realty 
is one of the latest firms to become 
plugged in. It debuted its YouTube 
channel (Youtube.com/sothebys- 
realty) on Oct. 25, and uses the 
site to spotlight homes for sale by 
showing them in use. Wendy Pur- 
vey, the chief marketing officer at 
Sotheby’s International Realty Affil- 
iates, offers a hypothetical example 
of how Sotheby’s takes advantage

of video: “In D.C., there’s a really 
amazing house that has an incredi- 
ble wine cellar, so [the agent] could 
bring in a local sommelier who 
talks about the interesting aspects 
of the cellar ... and maybe does a 
wine tasting in the home.” 

Sotheby’s requires agents to hire 
professional videographers to shoot 
and edit their pieces, but other com- 
panies let employees try out the 
medium themselves. Most agents 
stick to the same basic principles, 
playing up recent renovations and 
scenes that feature motion, such as 
ceiling fans or running streams 
out back. Less glamorous shots, 
such as footage of teensy bath- 
rooms, are usually left on the cut- 
ting room floor. 

To make her short films, Shorb 
hires her brother-in-law, Ken 
DuPuis, the owner of Modern Film- 
works (Modernfilmworks.tv), a 
local video production firm. When 
DuPuis filmed Wilkinson’s proper- 
ty, he made sure to capture scenes 
of the shore — a boat gliding by, a 
bird taking flight — in addition to 
the house, in order to demonstrate 
the island’s ambience. Shorb helped 
steer the video’s content. 

“I try to keep it really quick and 
tight, choosing a couple of rooms, 
maybe the kitchen and living room, 
entry hall,” Shorb says. “I don’t try 
to [film] the whole house, because 
I don’t imagine that anyone’s going 
to watch that much. And you know 
what? If they want to see more, 
maybe they’ll come see the house 
in person.” 

Shorb, who works out of Cold- 
well Banker’s Chevy Chase office, 
embeds her videos not just on Cold- 
well Banker’s site but also on her 
website, Facebook page and Twit- 
ter feed. But because people can 
access videos from many sources, 
it’s difficult to assess their effec- 
tiveness. Instead, she and other 
agents rely on verbal feedback 
from customers. 

Wade Franklin, a sales associ- 
ate at Coldwell Banker Residential 
Brokerage in Manassas, Va., says his 
two-minutes-or-less films for Cold- 
well Banker-affiliated Jim Downs 
Real Estate (M3wah0me.com) have 
generated more traffic for his prop- 
erties. Franklin films himself in

front of a green screen as he talks 
about the most interesting parts of 
the homes he represents (such as 
new counter tops). Later, he adds 
in footage of those features so that 
it appears he’s standing right next 
to or on top of them. 

“Every house that has had a 
video has sold,” says Franklin, 
who’s been producing the short 
films since 2008. “We’ve had a cou- 
ple people say, ‘Everyone should do 
this for every house.’” 

But videos aren’t a panacea 
to recent housing market woes. 
“You can’t overprice [a house] by 
$50,000 or $100,000 and have it 
fly off [the market] because there’s 
a video,” Shorb says. “I don’t think 


it’s magic, but I know that it gets 
it seen, I know it gets it talked 
about, I know it helps people be 
interactive.” 

Videos certainly also aren’t top- 
ping all Realtors’ to-do lists. Cre- 
ating them takes time — Franklin 
spends about seven hours on each 
one — and money. 

“At the end of the day, most peo- 
ple will hop on a plane or in a car 
and come see it if it’s passed the 
first hurdle of their criteria,” says 
Michael Rankin, the managing 
partner at Sotheby’s Georgetown 
office. Plus, just because the public 
likes to see videos doesn’t mean all 
agents know how to make them. 

“We’re really trying to motivate 
an independent workforce to get 
into a technology they might not 
be comfortable with and ... not only 
take the video but edit the video 


and upload the video. It’s a real 
learning curve,” Fischer says. 

But if agents want to be suc- 
cessful, video is a must, says John 
Heithaus, the chief marketing 
officer at Metropolitan Regional 
Information Systems, which runs 
the country’s largest real estate 
listing service and monitors mar- 
ket trends. 

“The buyers that are out there 
want as much information as they 
can get, and looking at a crooked 
photocopy of a picture is not going 


to do it,” Heithaus says. 

Wilkinson, who recently pur- 
chased a condo on Long Boat Key, 
Fla., after finding it through a video 
listing, has experienced the tech- 
nology from both the buyer’s and 
seller’s perspective. He believes it 
benefits both sides. 

“Video is much more dynamic, 
and I think you get a more realis- 
tic concept about what you might be 
interested in,” he says. “And it might 
be just as important to [help] rule

Ready, Willing, 
Yet Hesitant 


Young professionals 
ponder whether the 
time is right to buy 

Debates 

Paying $700 per month plus utili- 
ties for a three-way share in Mount 
Pleasant might seem too good to 
give up to the average District rent- 
er. Not Kevin Ogorzalek. 

Living in that apartment for 
the past five years was indeed a 
money saver for the 29 -year- old 
Chicago native, but every dollar — 
$30,000, to be exact — was tucked 
away with the intention of one day 
buying a home. And Ogorzalek did 
just that last month, closing on a 
two-bedroom, two-bath condo at 
2910 Georgia Ave. NW. 

The $350,000 unit, near Howard 
University, offers sweeping views of 
the Basilica of the National Shrine of 
the Immaculate Conception and the 
Washington Monument. Ogorzalek, 
a program officer for World Wildlife 
Fund, was drawn to the new build- 
ing by its value. 

“With the location, I could rent 
it if I needed to ... move outside of 
D.C. and not take a bath on the 
mortgage. That really helped put 
my mind at ease about the pur- 


chase,” he said. “Plus, the mort- 
gage rate was pretty sweet.” 

Ogorzalek is part of what some 
analysts and real estate profes- 
sionals see as the beginning of 
the reversal in the trend toward 
renting that defined Washing- 
ton’s housing market during the 
downturn. Record-low mortgage 
rates and stable housing prices are 
enticing more young professionals 
to buy in the area — but is it really 
the best time? 

A new analysis by research firm 
Capital Economics in October found 
that U.S. median mortgage pay- 
ments have reached the same price 
as median rental payments. 

In the Washington area, rents are 
going up, climbing 3.7 percent for the 
12 months ending September and 
averaging $1,708 a month in 2011, 
according to Alexandria research 
firm Delta Associates. Local land- 
lords have raised rents an average of 
3.7 percent a year since 2006. 

Meanwhile, condominiums saw 
a 3.3 percent decline in prices for 
new units and a 3.9 percent decrease 
for existing units, according to Delta 
Associates. Area prices for single- 
family homes rose 2.4 percent, to 
$330,000, according to Real Estate 
Business Intelligence.

For many young professionals, 
buying a first home is part of the 
American dream. But that dream 
now has to factor in a number of 
other moving parts about whether 
it will pay off as an investment. 

The case for buying 

Homeowner ship took a hit in the 
wake of the housing crisis, but the 
foundation remains, as illustrated 
by the moderate rebound in pur- 
chases. Pending sales of single-fam- 
ily homes in the Washington area 
were up 12.4 percent in September 
compared to the previous year and 
11.7 percent ahead of the five-year 
average, according to Real Estate 
Business Intelligence. 

First-time home buyers in the 
District are eligible for tax credits 
if they purchase by the end of the 
year. Maryland has an ongoing tax 
credit for home buyers. Virginia does 
not offer a similar tax credit. 

Lawmakers are considering 
increasing down payment require- 
ments, which would make buying 
more difficult. For now, however, 
there are still incentives and pro- 
grams to help property virgins. 

At a recent housing fair in Ball- 
ston, Lyndsey McFail, 24, was sur- 
prised to learn she could make up 
to $120,000 a year and still qualify 
for the Virginia Housing Develop- 
ment Authority’s FH A Plus home 
loan for first-time buyers. Borrow- 
ers can put down as little as 1 per- 
cent of the sales price. 

“The biggest challenge is find- 


ing something within my budget,” 
said McFail, a graduate student 
at Georgetown University and a 
marketing analyst who has saved 
$10,000 toward a down payment. 

Reasons to rent 

For others, renting seems not so 
much a choice as the only option. 

“I hate throwing money away, 
but with the rent prices in D.C. so 
high, it’s really hard to save enough 
for a down payment,” said Ariel 
Delaco-Lohr, 29, an account man- 
ager at a District nonprofit group. 
In 11 years, she has rented four 
apartments, the most recent being a 
two-bedroom share in LeDroit Park 
for about $1,000 a month. 

Now that her roommate is get- 
ting married, Delaco-Lohr needs a 
new place. Most of the apartments 
she’s seen are older, small units, 
where options seem scarcer than 
when she was looking a year ago. 
Data from Delta Associates bear 
out her observations. 

Renters filled 3,668 units in 
the third quarter, compared with 
16,476 for the same period a year 
earlier, according to the firm. 

Occupancy across Bozzuto Man- 
agement’s portfolio of 89 apartment 
buildings in the region is about 
95 percent, according to the compa- 
ny’s president, Julie A. Smith. 

“We’re seeing fewer concessions 
as well as continued demand for 
studios and one-bedroom, which 
are typically in short supply,” Smith 
said. “We’re still seeing people who 
might otherwise buy stay in the 
rental market.” danielle douglas

Get Things Started 


I like taking my 3-year-old to press 
screenings. We go often enough that I 
haven’t taken him to a “real" movie in a 
long time. For all he knows, all movies 
start at 10 a.m. on Saturdays at a 
theater not necessarily near us. 

But when scheduling conflicts 
meant I wouldn’t be able to take him 
to see “The Muppets" 
before its release next 
Wednesday, I was 
fine with it— here’s 
a kids’ movie I’m 
excited enough about 
to actually spend 
money on. I have no 
idea whether the film 
is any good. But I have a special place 
in my heart for Kermit and Fozzie and 
the rest, because I can trace my love of 
movies right back to them. 

“The Muppet Movie" is the first 
movie I remember seeing in theaters. 
Two things stick in my memory: Animal 
getting really big and Kermit riding a 
bicycle. One terrified me (seriously, I 
had nightmares about Giant Animal), 
but both thrilled me. I saw Kermit riding 
a BIKE. He had LEGS. It was the first 
time a movie showed me something 
I had never seen before. I was so 
enthralled I forgot to wonder how they 
did it (of course, that also could be 
because I was 3). 

This will be my son’s first non- 
animated movie. It’s not the same, I 
know. And while he likes “Sesame 
Street," he’s not really familiar with 
the Muppet gang. But all I want out of 
this film is something — big or small 
— that makes his jaw drop. 


‘Dawn’ 

Broken 

The latest ‘Twilight’ 
chapter isn’t any more 
sincere than the rest 


Film Review 

Recent high school graduate Bella 
Swan grows up a lot in “Breaking 
Dawn - Part 1,” becoming a bride, a 
potential mother and perhaps some- 
thing stranger. Yet the “Twilight 
Saga” hasn’t matured along with 
its heroine. In fact, the latest movie 
regresses a bit, delivering more fill- 
er, less feeling and crummier CGI 
than last year’s “Eclipse.” 

As the trailer (and the book) have 
already revealed, the drama this 
time is principally obstetric. In the 
movie’s bland first half, which is less 
Bram Stoker than Martha Stewart, 


Bella (Kristen Stewart) prepares for 
woodland nuptials with pasty vam- 
pire dreamboat Edward Cullen (Rob- 
ert Pattinson). We do see a bloody 
Edward-ian flashback and an angry 
run through the Washington-state 
forest by wolfman Jacob Black (Tay- 
lor Lautner), the excluded member 
of the tale’s menagerie a trois. But 
much of the action involves shoes, 
dresses and tearful, happy-sad chats 
with Mom and Dad. 

Stephenie Meyer’s “Twilight” 
books rely on the erotic allure of 
repression, so it’s no surprise that 


Edward is hesitant to claim Bella’s 
famous virginity, even after they’re 
married. The couple’s long-delayed 
consummation, supposedly both 
scary and wonderful, occurs off- 
camera. While Edward resists a 
second attempt, once was enough 
to render Bella pregnant. 

Edward worried that his love- 
making would be too much for a 
mere human, but his shattering 
force pales next to the fetus’. This 
fast-growing, half-human invad- 
er threatens to destroy Bella, who 
becomes so gaunt she looks as if 
she’s on the Christian Bale diet. 

Jacob’s werewolf clan fears Bella 
and Edward’s offspring, and plans to 
terminate it. Peeved as Jacob is, he 
immediately sides with the vampires 
to defend Bella and the child. There’ll 
be a lot more protecting in “Breaking 
Dawn - Part 2,” scheduled for release 
next November. To judge by the teas- 
er, which is hidden amid this one’s 
credits, the sequel will be campier 
than the first installment.

“Breaking Dawn” does pack 
some inadvertent laughs, notably in 
Bella’s choices of baby names, the 
script’s notions of werewolf mat- 
ing habits and Lautner’s attempt to 
convey strong emotion by squint- 
ing. Aside from regularly removing 
his shirt, Jacob is required to spend 
a lot of time hanging around the 
Cullen home, glowering and mut- 
tering such memorable lines as 
“whatever.” The wolfman and the 
movie are more articulate when he 
gallops howling through the trees.

‘The Descendants' 
balances humor with 
regret and suffering 

Film Review 

George Clooney doesn’t put a foot 
wrong except on purpose in “The 
Descendants,” a pitch-perfect movie 
that threads a tiny needle between 
comedy and devastating drama. 

Clooney’s misstep, if you can 
call it that, occurs when his charac- 
ter, Matt King, makes a pivotal dis- 
covery and high-tails it to a neigh- 
bor’s house with all the grace of a 
recently castrated ostrich; Clooney’s 
syncopated, ungainly run has been 
replayed to death in trailers for “The 
Descendants,” suggesting that it’s 
all slapstick buffoonery and “Little 
Miss Sunshine” dysfunction. 

In reality, the film is much more 
than that: a tough, tender, obser- 
vant, exquisitely nuanced portrait 
of mixed emotions at their most 
confounding and profound. 

King is the wealthy descendant 
of Hawaiian royalty, who, as the 
movie opens, is watching his wife,

looking marine bird named Sven 
(Hank Azaria), who everyone pre- 
sumes is a penguin but who inex- 
plicably can fly. 

It will be pretty obvious that 
Sven isn’t what he says he is. Nei- 
ther is “Happy Feet Two,” which is 
a largely mirthless affair. 

The biggest letdown is the 
absence of dancing. Mumble, the 
former hoofer, is now the father of 
a penguin chick named Erik (Ava 
Acres). He spends most of his time 
putting his foot down after Erik, 
who doesn’t like to dance, runs away 
from home, and Mumble is forced 
to go get him and bring him back, 
scolding him the entire way. 

So much for happy feet.

ANONYMOUS (PG-13, 130 minutes) In this 
alternately entertaining and wildly ham- 
handed speculative romp, director Roland 
Emmerich and screenwriter John Orloff 
advance the notion that William Shake- 
speare was a fraud and that Edward de 
Vere.Earlof Oxford, actually wrotethose 
famous plays and poems, his Puritan up- 
bringing and noble station preventing him 
from dabbling publicly in such ink-stained 
enterprises. But whatfirst promises to be 
an intriguing if loony divertissement even- 
tually succumbs to outrageousness for 
its own sake. Don’t let the frilly costumes, 
courtly language and historical pretense 
fool you: “Anonymous" is still a Roland 
Emmerich movie — a blessing when it 
comes to vigor and a curse when it comes 
to subtlety, proportion or sense, a.h. 
IN TIME (PG-13, 110 minutes) Set in a 
dystopian future in which time is, quite 
literally, money, “In Time” engages with 
philosophy and politics in a way that few 
action movies do. In filmmaker Andrew 
Niccol’s invented universe, everyone 
has been genetically engineered to stop 
aging at 25. You’re given a year to live at 
that point, which will go up if you work 
hard. Here, the price of everything is 
measured by a clock, not a checkbook. 
As in the real world, there are the haves 
and the have-nots. The action is set in 
motion when Will comes into a lot of 
extra time. But Will gets more than a 
new lease on life; he also learns the 
truth about how the unequal system 
works. It’s a political wake-up call for 
our hero, who becomes radicalized, m.o. 
JACK AND JILL (PG, 89 minutes) In “Jack 
and Jill,” a lowbrow drag comedy, Adam 
Sandler plays both Jack, a successful, 
attractive L.A. advertising director, 
and Jack’s identical twin sister, Jill, an 
overweight, abrasive harpy with a room- 
temperature IQ. Like all Happy Madison 
productions, it cannot really be said to 
be good or bad, any more than dump- 
ing a bag of marbles onto a bathroom 
scale can be said to result in an accurate 
weight. Itiswhatitis— something unruly, 
stupid and sort of funny, in the same 
way that passing gas is funny. There is a 
lot of passing gas in “Jack and Jill.” The 
unsurprisingly bon-mot-free script is 
by Steve Koren, Robert Smigel and Ben

Zook. Why it took three of them to come 
up with the story, in which a Thanksgiv- 
ing visit by Jill turns into an eight-week 
nightmare for Jack — and an 89-minute 
one for you — is anyone’s guess, m.o. 
LIKE CRAZY (PG-13, 88 minutes) The 
exhilaration of first love and the pain of 
its denouement burst forth with aching 
tenderness in “Like Crazy.” Felicity Jones 
and Anton Yelchin play Anna and Jacob, 
who meet when they’re college students 
and fall in love after Anna boldly leaves a 
note on Jacob’s windshield. “Like Crazy” 
then sends viewers along for the ecstatic 
ride as Anna and Jacob discover that 
they’re soul mates, with director Drake 
Doremus telling the story as a collection 
of vagrant moments of connection and 
intimacy. “Like Crazy” gives filmgoers an 
over-the-shoulderviewof a relationship 
at just about every stage of its morphol- 
ogy, conveying the vicarious pleasure and 
pain of love and separation through char- 
acters eminently worth rooting for. a.h. 
MARTHA MARCY MAY MARLENE (R, 
101 minutes) Elizabeth Olsen delivers 
an utterly transfixing turn as the title 
character of this chilling psychological 
thriller, in which a young woman named 
Martha joins a cult and is rechristened 
“Marcy May” by the group’s dangerously 
charismatic leader. Structured mostly 
in flashbacks while Martha seeks to 
reunite with her estranged sister Lucy, 
this is a story that’s about a cult only in

the most superficial sense. As Olsen’s 
alternately recessive, spontaneous, 
blunt and vulnerable turn suggests, it’s 
about a woman forging an identity in 
spite of the familial and pseudo-familial 
forces that never cease to exert their 
own destructive pulls. Just how Martha’s 
reunion will play out with Lucy takes on 
the contours of a horrorfilm in “Martha 
Marcy May Marlene,” which, true to its art- 
house spirit, offers no easy answers, a. h. 
MELANCHOLIA (R, 135 minutes) A mas- 
terwork of grandeur, millennial angst 
and high romantic style, “Melancholia” 
takes themes that have marked the best 
filmsof 2011 and spins them into a blast 
of cosmic sparkle dust. “Melancholia” 
begins in earnest with the late arrival 
of a bride and groom to their wedding 
party. The bride’s ambivalence comes 
into florid expression at the reception, 
a lavish affair that writer-director Lars 
von Trier films virtually in real time, as 
the newly wed Justine and her groom, 
Michael, navigate their fragile new life 
as a couple. The setup has the makings 
of a bitterly funny dysfunctional-family 
comedy, butvonTrierinstead plays itfor 
maximum nihilistic drama. The “Melan- 
cholia” wedding seems to go on and on, 
with Justine’s skepticism finally taking 
a shockingly subversive turn. As von 
Trier’s ultimate wish-fulfillmentfantasy, 
“Melancholia” is a broodingly downbeat 
self-portrait but also the inspiring work of 
an artist of seemingly boundless imagina- 
tive power, a. h. 

PUSS IN BOOTS (PG, 90 minutes) The 
feature-length animated spin-off —a star 
turn for the popular “Shrek” supporting 
character voiced by Antonio Banderas— 
is almost shockingly good. The character 
is still something of a delusional Casa- 
nova, and the action isstillset in the world 
of fairy tales, butthe story has been given 
a spicy spaghetti-western kick. “Puss in 
Boots” centers on Puss’ efforts to steal 
the goose that lays the golden eggs from 
a giant’s castle in the clouds. Assisting 
him in this adventure are his childhood 
pal HumptyDumpty and rival cat burglar 
Kitty Softpaws, who is, naturally, Puss’ 
love interest, m.o. 

TOWER HEIST (PG-13, 105 minutes) Ben 
Stiller plays Josh Kovacs, the general 
manager of the Tower, a posh apartment 
complex. Overseeing a motley staff, Josh 
proudly caters to every passing whim of 
his elite clientele, the richest of whom 
is penthouse dweller Arthur Shaw. He 
appears genial, but when the staff pen- 


sions Josh invested with Shaw disappear 
like the dregs of last night’s single malt, 
the game is afoot. As enjoyable as the 
individual performances are, they don’t 
always emulsify into a smoothly inte- 
grated whole. But that matters little in 
a movie that derives most of its cachet 
from how uncannily it chimes with the 
times. The “Tower Heist” heroes often 
seem lifted directly from the Central 


Casting handbook, their antics prepos- 
terous enoughto beggar belief, butthey 
arrive at just the right moment. They’re 
the 99 percent, a. h. 

A VERY HAROLD AND KUMAR 3D 
CHRISTMAS (R, 90 minutes) There’s so 
much on-screen drug usethatyou geta 
kind of contact high justfrom watching 
this film. It’s a decent but not amazing 
buzz. When we first catch up with our 


protagonists — former roommates and 
BFFs Harold (John Cho) and Kumar (Kal 
Penn)— the two have gone their separate 
ways. Harold, whose friends now call him 
“Harry,” is a married banker living in the 
suburbs. Kumar, having been thrown out 
of medical school, is still living in the 
pair’s dumpy old apartment. Through a 
complex chain of events, the two find 
themselves again thrown together in a 


series of silly misadventures, this time re- 
volving around the search for a Christmas 
tree. Thesubplothasto do with estranged 
friends’ reconciling and growing up— but 
nottoo much. The laughs are, forthe most 
part, as lowbrowasthey come. m.o.
